Prorections from him, made their Com-

; Theſe violent proceedings made thoſe rhar 
thought upon the Earl's Protection, they might 
have ſome confidence in their continuance as

- About the latter end of March the Abdica 

red King landed in Ireland, with a great 
Train of Officers, but very few Forces, and 
was received at Dublin with a mixture of 
Joy and Sorrow, bringing with him as his Su- 
perviſor Monſieur D'Avanx,with fome French 


Generals. The Recorder of Dublin made a 


long Speech ro him upon his Arrival, extol- 
ling him for Courage, Conduct, and all the 
Heroick Vertues imaginable, aboverhe Skies 3 
and a general Joy ſpread in the-faces- of the 
Roman 'Catholicks,- thinking now. the day 
was all their own, and not doubting to carry 
£ . every 
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every thing by force or ſubmilſion; and 


more. Soldiers were Lifted and Regimented '_ 


under the French Officers that caine over, and 
care taken to lay up Stores, Money waseve- 
where extorced, and the plundered Cartel, 
rn and Hay brought in, and fold at incon- 
fiderable Rates ; intomuch that they ſoon ga- 
thered. an Army of berween Forty and Fify 
Thauſand Men. 

Whilſt theſe things were doing at Land, the 
Engliſh Navy being out art Sea with a ſtrict 
Charge ro hinder Correſpondence berween 
France and Ireland, the Squadron under the 
Command of Admiral Herbers, had Notice 
by their Scour Ships , that part of the French 


| Fleet was abroad, and ſtood away to the Iriſþb 


Coaſt :' Whereupon he made all the Sail he 
could after them , and the next Day faund 
they ſtood into Bantry Bay, a very ſpacious 
bearing in of rhe Sea , and though for fear 
of rhe Shallows , and other Difficulties that 
mighr offer, ir proved/a work of Difficulry to

And now the French having violated the 
Peace, and undeniably begun the War in in- 
vading Ireland, the King delayed not to de- 
nounce the War againſt them 'by a Declara- 
tion'to that purport , - bearing Dare the Se- 
venth of May, 1689. and great Preparations 
were made for paſſing aver to Ireland , For- 
ces were Levied in-all parts of England, and 
Money prepared for detraying the Charge of

gave the Enemy their firſt conſiderable check ;

ven the mulcitude ſcizing the Keys, and un- 
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- dertaking with great alacriry ro defend-ir,ha-

Governour during the Siege. And now thoſe 
in Arms in the hoy man; of 119 Com- 
ies, ' and every y contained {i 
Men, being in all 75020 , fon Saldien? 
and 34: Officers. The next 'thing taken in 
hand, was to view the Stores, and ordering. 


their berrer Securiry from any Embezling, as ; 


reſolving to defend the place to the laſt extre- 
mity, having already rejected the Offers the 
Enemy made rhem; in caſe they would readi- 
ty ſubmir, which confiſted of much promiſed 
Favour and. Protection ; bur rhe hard dealings 
others had mer with, who had put themſelves 
into their hands, made them deaf to all Pro» 
poſlals, and their great Guns being mounted 
on the Wall, they fired npon the Advance- 


Guard of the Enemy, who had been promi- - 
ſed ro be received with open Arms, by Ha- 
milton and orhers, who undertook to bring o- 


ver the befieged, which much conſternated

Ruins, Burt upon the Arracks he made, 
found no better Succeſs than the reſt : and 
the Lord Clancarty, who they ſaid was deſti- 
ned by an old Prophecy to take the Town , 
making an Attack , and being bear off with 
great loſs, Lieurenant-General Hamilton, who 
had falfified his Truſt ro King 1:15am, and 
Tevolred ro-the Enemy , upon his being ſent 
from England to paciftie Matters in the begin» 
ning, came to. make large Offers, but was 


rejected by the Beſfieged with Indignarion 5 


nor was Roſen's Promiſes and Threats regard- 
ed. | Whereupon he pitched upon a - French 
Politick, imagining that would infallibly do, 
viz. he cauſcd all the miſerable Proteftanrs 
ro be gathered our of the Countries round a= 
bour, and driven half naked and ſtarved there 
ro periſh , if the Beſieged refuſed ro ſaccour 
them , whoſe Wants , though they pierced 
their Hearts, having very ſlender Proviſion in 
the Town, they could not relieve, and there» 
fore kept the Gares ſhur againſt rhem, yer fi- 
red among the Enemies Party that _ 
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them, four.or five of then fell dead with the 
Shot, And now there being ſeveral Prifoners 
- inthe Town , who had ſeveral Relations of 
_ Note and Command -in the Enemies Camp,

And now pardon me, Reader, for infilting 
ſo long upon this particular, which I could 
not ſlightly paſs over, fince {if we conſider 
the Weakneſs of the Place, few of the Men 
that defended trained up in War ,' and Scar- 
city it endured, and the rime it held out a- 
gainſt a powerful Army, backed by almoſt a 
whole Kingdom) it may 'very well compare 
with the moſt famous Siege - thar ever was 
mentioned in Hiſtory. 

Major-General Kirk ſoon after theſe Suc- 
cours got in, came to London-Derry, and was 
received with all' the Demonſtrations of Joy 
a People in ſo ruinous a Condition, could 
ſtow ; and having viewed the Walls and For- 
tifgations, bleſſed himſelf ro chink that ſuch 
ſlight Works could ever have been defended 
ſo long againſt ſuch an Army. 

Things in Londm-Þerrybeing ſettled as well 
as the ſhortneſs of rime would permit, it was 
agreed that Mr. Walker ſhould go for Eng- 
| land, and preſent his Majeſty with an Addreſs 
m his own, and the Names of the principal 
Perſons that had been'in the Town during the

Diſpute, drew off with the 
Loſs of 248 Men; and on our part only 
LieixtenanrCoringham, and a few private Sol- 
diers; and a Lieutenant wounded : However , 
very defirous to bring theſe Parts into Subje-

Endeavours were uſed , and Promiſes made 
them of Life and' Prefermenr, if rhey wonld 
tarm Papiſts, and adhere to King Fames.
